Many Thousands of Dollars Dam- 
age Done by Fire in Russell 
Block and Adjoining 
Buildings. 


About 12:30 last Friday night 
fire was djscovered in the rear 


room of Reed’s barber shop in 


Russell block, formerly known as/| 


block. An 


alarm was immediately turned in. 


the Queen’s Hotel 
The Volunteer Fire Brigade re- 
sponded promptly and soon had 
two good streams of water at 
A volunteer bucket. bri- 
gade was also formed and did 
good work. 

When first seen the fire had not 
made much headway and was at 


work. 


that time confined to the small 
room back of the barber shop 
where it had evidently originated, 
but it quickly spread to the Swit- 
zer store building on the east and 
to the main building on the west. 

At this time it looked impossible 
to save even adjoining buildings, 
and preparations were made to 
have stock of 
Morris & Taylor, in the next 


the hardware 
building east of Switzer’s store, 
removed to a place of safety. 
Aunger & Shute, dentists, and Dr. 
Hynes, who have offices over the 
hardware store, removed all their 
possessions. Fulsher’s drug and 
stationary stock in the west room 
of Russell block was being taken 
out as rapidly as possible, as no 
one believed for a moment that 
any portion of the building could 
be saved. Everything was also 
removed from J. D. Skinner’s res- 
idence which stands close to the 
Russell block oh the north. 

But by hard and well directed 
efforts the Fire Brigade succeeded 
in confining the fire to the east 
rooms cf the Russell block and 
the Switzer store building. 

F. P. Switzer’s stock of grocer- 
ies, fruits, confectionery, etc., was 
almost completely ruined by fire 
and water. Loss fairly well cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Cameron & Hay, merchant 
tailors and gent’s furnishers, who 
occupied the rooms adjoining the 
barber shop on the west, are 
heavy losers. They carried a big 
stock, which was badly damaged

by fire and water and removal. 
Well insured. 

Fred Fulsher’s drug and station- 
tary stock was all removed while 
the fire was at its worst, and was 


jbadly damaged by breakage and 


also by the rain which fell before 


the goods could be got under cov- 
er. His stock was well covered 


by insurance. 


ing and gent’s furnishings, in the 
room between Cameron & Hay 
and Fulsher, was also badly dam- 


aged by removal and exposure. 


He had only recently opened up 
in Lacombe and had no insurance. 

J. D. Skinner’s household goods 
were damaged by exposare to the 
rain before they could be put back 
in the house. 

The Fire Briyade did splendid 
work. In fact they accomplished 
what appeared to be an impossible 
feat in confining the fire to the 
buildings in which it had gained 
headway. They not only did 
this but saved the buildings al- 
ready ablaze. It is an achieve- 
ment worthy of the highest praise 
and the remark has been made by 
many that the saving of the build- 


ing was little short of a miracle.
